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FORTY YEARS OF SERVICE 


HE publisher who supplies the tools with which the 
teachers of a country work renders a service unex- 
celled in its value to the public weal, in its influence towards 
shaping the character and ideals of the people. The old 
saying, “Let me write the songs of a nation and I care 
not who makes its laws,” suggests a great truth. With 
equal fidelity to truth it may be altered: “Let me publish 
the text books of a nation and I care not who writes its 
songs or makes its laws.” More than all the newspapers, 
more than all other books, more than the moving pictures 
and the radio, the text book is a constant and formative 
influence on the growing mind of youth from the kinder- 
garten to the university. In the text books, from the 
primer to the scholarly treatise, is found the reading matter 
of our people in their most impressionable years, when 
their minds and characters are being formed. The ideals 
which contro! the publisher who furnishes this reading 
matter are the ideals indelibly impressed on the public 
mind. 

The House of D. C. Heath and Company looks back 
upon its forty years of service to the public with a feeling 
of confidence that from the time when Daniel Collamore 
Heath planned to issue his first book, down to the present 
moment, it has been controlled by a steady sense of its 


opportunity for service and of its responsibility. 
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The founder of the House of D. C. Heath and Company 
was a man of high ideals of public service; he was a man 
also of broad ideas, far in advance of his time in his con 
ception of what education should be. He believed that a 
broader, more humane, more inspiring type of education 
than then prevailed was necessary for the social and political 
stability of the country. He believed that it was the 
duty of the publisher to place in the hands of the teacher 
books that were not only of sound quality but books that 
looked towards the future, books that livened the dead 
routine of the schools, books that would bring to the schools 
the larger purposes of education and of life. 

The House of D. C. Heath and Company has consistently 
endeavored to maintain those ideals of service to the public 
through the publishing of books that would exert a whole- 
some influence on the youth of the country. It has en- 
deavored to contribute to the progress of education through 
placing in the hands of teachers the books that would 
keep them abreast of all advances in educational method. 
And it has endeavored so to conduct its own business as 
to inspire and merit the confidence of the great educational 
public in its high ideals and purposes. It is content to 
have its success measured by the degree of confidence 
which that public continues to bestow upon it. 

In this forty years of service two men of broad vision 
and high purpose have set the standards and led the way: 
Daniel Collamore Heath, the founder, and his successor, 
William Edmond Pulsifer.

DANIEL COLLAMORE HEATH 


R. HEATH, the founder of the House of D. C. 
Heath and Company, was born in Salem, Maine, 
October 26, 1843. When he was thirteen years of age 
his father removed to Farmington, Maine. Here Mr. 
Heath attended Farmington Academy, where he acquired 
an ambition to secure a higher education. His father was 
_a blacksmith in humble circumstances, and education 
represented for young Daniel years of grilling work and 
self-denial. At the age of sixteen he taught school in the 
Currier District in Farmington, and subsequently for 
several terms in Farmington, Strong, and Moscow. His 
summers were filled with hard work in his father’s shop, 
in the local freight office, or on some neighboring farm. 
His preparation for college was received in the Nichols 
Latin School at Lewiston, Maine, and the Maine State 
Seminary, which later became Bates College. He entered 
Amherst College and graduated with the class of 1868. 
For two years following graduation Mr. Heath was 
the Principal of the High School in Southboro, Massachu- 
setts. Later he attended the Bangor Theological Seminary 
for two years, but was compelled to abandon his plans 
for the ministry because of ill health. He then spent a 
year in European travel, most of which time was devoted 


to Switzerland. He had hoped that a year of rest and 
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travel would restore his health, but he returned home 
little improved. 

Soon thereafter he served for a year as Superintendent 
of Schools at Farmington, Maine. While in this position 
he carefully studied the needs and conditions of the schools 
and wrote an annual report which is remarkable for the 
fact that in it he anticipated many of the modern develop- 
ments in organization, methods, and curricula, especially 
in connection with the problems of rural schools. This 
report was printed and attracted wide attention. 

In 1874, after spending some time on his father’s farm 
at Farmington, Mr. Heath decided to go to California to 
recover his health. When he reached Boston he stopped 
to pay his respects to Mr. Edwin Ginn of the publishing 
house of Ginn Brothers, who had been greatly impressed 
with the report written by Mr. Heath during his Super- 
intendency at Farmington. Mr. Ginn proposed to Mr. 
Heath that he visit the larger towns on his way west in 
order to represent the publications of Ginn Brothers. This 
Mr. Heath decided to do, and by the time he had reached 
Rochester, New York, he had met with such success that 
he was induced by Mr. Ginn to give up his trip to California 
and remain in the book business. Mr. Heath opened a 
New York Office for Ginn Brothers and later became a 
partner in the firm known as Ginn and Heath. 

In 1885 this partnership was dissolved, and Mr. Heath 
within the same year established the publishing house of 
D. C. Heath and Company, of which he remained the 
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Head until his death in 1908. Before beginning active 
operations as a publisher he went to Europe in search of 
authors who might contribute to his list of publications, 
and a year later with those he had taken over from the 
firm of Ginn and Heath his list had reached the number of 
twenty-four volumes, including books and pamphlets. 

Mr. Heath was a man of the deepest religious convic- 
tions and never lost his interest in religious progress. He 
was a member of many social and learned societies and 
took an active interest in public and social service in Boston 
and Newton, Massachusetts. He was a frequent visitor 
to Europe, and few American publishers were more warmly 
welcomed than he in England, Germany, and France. He 
was an ardent lover of books, an earnest student, a genuine 
educational reformer, and a man of rare sympathy and 
personal charm.

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WILLIAM EDMOND PULSIFER 


R. PULSIFER, who became President of D. C. 

Heath and Company in 1910, was born in Sumner, 
Maine, April 16, 1852, of good old New England stock. 
He was fitted for college at Kent’s Hill Seminary in his 
native state and at Westbrook Seminary, Deering, Maine, 
from which he graduated in 1870. At the age of seventeen 
Mr. Pulsifer began that direct contact with education 
which he has continued without abatement to the present 
_day. He taught in several country school districts in 
Maine, and during the summer months worked wherever 
he could find an opportunity in order to earn money enough 
to pay for his further education. He studied at Bates 
College, Lewiston, Maine, and in 1898 received from that 
institution the honorary degree of Master of Arts. 

In 1874-1875 Mr. Pulsifer was Principal of West Leba- 
non, Maine, Academy; for eight years after that was Prin- 
cipal of the Stoughton, Massachusetts, High School, and 
from 1883 to 1885 was Superintendent of Schools at Leom- 
inster, Massachusetts. Then he became a New England 
representative for the publishing house of Ginn and Heath, 
which later became Ginn and Company, and remained 
with that firm until 1889. 

In 1889 Mr. Pulsifer joined D. C. Heath and Company. 
First as a partner, from 1889 to 1895, then as Treasurer 
of the Corporation, from 1895 to 1910, and as President 


from 1910 to the present time, he has largely and increas- 
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ingly aided in directing the policies of D. C. Heath and 
Company almost from the days of its inception. For the 
past fifteen years his mind and heart have been the motive 
power and the guiding force in the Company’s continuous 
growth and development. The preéminence of D. C. 
Heath and Company in the educational field is due in large 
part to his masterful guidance. 

Mtr. Pulsifer’s many contributions to American educa- 
tion, given both personally and through the publishing 
house of which he is the President, have been recognized 
frequently by educational and other learned societies. 
Thus, in 1920 he was elected to membership in the Phi 
Beta Kappa Society by the Mother Chapter at the College 
of William and Mary, and only recently the Board of Over- 
seers of Harvard University chose him as a member of the 
Visiting Committee of the Department of Romance Lan- 
guages and Literatures. 

For several years he has been a Director of the National 
Association of Book Publishers and a member of its Bureau 
of Copyrights. He has been a close and discerning student 
of American life and of history and literature, and is the 
author of several historical pamphlets on significant char- 
acters, notably Lincoln, Grant, Webster, Hamilton, Jeffer- 
son, Aaron Burr, and Edmund Spencer. It is doubtful 
if there is any publisher who has done more than Mr. 
Pulsifer to give to the publishing of educational books the 
high standing and the dignity that this branch of publica- 
tions now commands in America. 
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Those who know him best are one in recognizing that 
he possesses that rare combination of qualities which 
makes for permanent and deserved success. He has the 
ripe judgment and the wise prudence that come only with 
years, combined with the aggressiveness and inventiveness 
of youth. In his personal relations Mr. Pulsifer is a man 
of rare charm, whom men respect and love to follow. His 
most important decisions are tempered by human kindness 
and lightened by the saving grace of humor. He is a tire- 
less worker who never spares himself, a hater of sham and 


hypocrisy, and the most loyal of friends. 
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MR. HEATH AND HIS FIRST PARTNERS 


HISTORICAL DETAILS 


‘ie House of D. C. Heath and Company was estab- 

lished in 1885 by Daniel Collamore Heath, who for 
several years prior to that time had been associated with 
another publishing firm, Ginn Brothers, which afterwards 
became Ginn and Heath. For the first few years he was 
without partners or associates in any positions of responsi- 
bility. 

In 1888 Mr. Heath admitted to partnership with him 
Mr. Charles H. Ames, who has been described by Dr. A. 
E. Winship as “‘the most lovable, manly character I have 
ever known.” Like Mr. Heath, he was an Amherst man. 
He had worked his way through college, and after gradu- 
ation had spent fifteen years with another publishing 
house. He died in 1911. In 1889 Mr. William E. 
Pulsifer became the second associate of Mr. Heath and 
soon thereafter was made the Manager of the New York 
ofice of the Company. In 1893 Dr. Winfield S. Smyth 
was also admitted to the partnership. Dr. Smyth was a 
man of outstanding ability and scholarship, who had been 
Principal of Casanovia Academy. Upon entering the 
firm he took charge of its Chicago office, which he con- 
ducted with signal success for fifteen years. He died in 
1908. 

In contrast to the small beginnings of the House in 


capital and books there stood out in the strongest relief 
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the character and ability of the four original partners who 
shaped the policies of D. C. Heath and Company. 

In November, 1895, the partnership was changed to a 
corporation, the officers of which were:

Winfield S. Smyth, Vice President 
William E. Pulsifer, Treasurer 
Charles H. Ames, Secretary 


The death of both Mr. Heath and Dr. Smyth in 1908 
_ brought about important changes in the business control 
of the Company. In 1910 Mr. Pulsifer and two associates, 
Mr. Winfield S. Smyth and Mr. William H. Ives, pur- 
chased from the Heath estate its entire holdings of the 
Company’s common stock. From 1910 to 1922 the follow- 
ing Officers served continuously on the Board of Directors: 


William E. Pulsifer, President 
James C. Simpson, Vice President 
Winfield S. Smyth, Treasurer 
Frank F. Hummel, Secretary 


Mr. Simpson served as Secretary from 1911 to 1913, 
when he was succeeded as Secretary by Mr. Hummel. No 
other change was made in the Officers or Directors until 
the beginning of 1923, when, after the death of Mr. 
Simpson (1922), Mr. Smyth became Vice President, and 
the Board was increased to five members by the addition 
of Mr. Dudley R. Cowles and Dr. Elijah C. Hills. From 
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1923 to the present time the Officers and Directors have 
been:

The first office of the Company was opened by Mr. 
Heath in Tremont Place, Boston, in 1885. About a year 
later he moved the business to 5 Somerset Street, and 
several years thereafter to 120 Boylston Street. Since 
1914 the Boston office of this pioneer institution has 
occupied a building at 50 Beacon Street, on the site of the 
home of the first white settler of Boston, William Blaxton. 

In 1887, two years after its establishment, the growth 
and prospects of the business brought about the opening 
of offices in Chicago and New York. The Chicago office 
occupies its own commodious building at 1815 Prairie 
Avenue. 

The New York office, which, since Mr. Pulsifer became 
President, has been the editorial headquarters of the Com- 
pany, occupied quarters in several localities until January, 
1908, when, after being burned out, it was moved to 231- 
245 West 39th Street, where it remains. 

The constant growth of the business necessitated the 
opening of offices of the Company in San Francisco (in 
1921) and in Atlanta (in 1922). 
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The foreign business of the Company has had a steady 
and wholesome growth. Almost immediately after the 
establishment of the House of Heath a London representa- 
tive was secured to handle in England and other Brit- 
ish possessions of the Eastern Continent the business of 
D. C. Heath and Company. Later George G. Harrap and 
Company of London took over the agency for the British 
territory, with the exception of Canada. 

Beginning with the Spanish-American War, D. C. Heath 
and Company developed its list of books for the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, and Latin-America. The House has also 
enjoyed steadily increasing sales in China and Japan. Its 
business in all these countries has grown until it now 
constitutes an important part of the Company’s total 
business and has made the name of Heath familiar to millions 
in Latin-America and the Orient. 
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A PIONEER PUBLISHING HOUSE 


HE House of D. C. Heath and Company entered the 

field of educational publishing at an eminently psy- 
chological time. Learning by rule and rote had become 
the fashion of the day. History meant the memorization 
of names, dates, and military deeds. The teaching of 
languages was, in the main, restricted to the acquisition 
of grammatical rules and definitions. The presentation 
of scientific facts had reached a low ebb of interest that 
bade fair to eventuate in dormancy. The very founda- 
tion of sound educational practice hung in the balance 
by reason of uncertainty as to the best course that should 
be pursued. The time was ripe for a new orientation— 
a change in the content as well as the methods of teaching— 
and when it came, as it was bound to come, it found in 
the new House of D. C. Heath and Company a ready and 
sympathetic ally. 

Twenty-four books and pamphlets—the entire list of 
this Company in 1886—made but a modest beginning. 
An examination of their titles, however, reveals the fact 
that a pioneer force had entered educational publishing 
and that this new House of Heath was prepared to furnish 
the teaching profession the tools of the new education. 

No less than one-half of the original twenty-four titles 
belonged to the field of Scmncr. This is a significant 
index of the foresight of the House of Heath and of its 


firm belief that science was destined to occupy a larger 
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and more important place in American education. During 
the span of forty years since the publication of these pioneer 
books in science this Company has issued such epoch- 
making publications as Remsen’s Chemistries, which en- 
listed the codperation of an internationally prominent 
scholar, Newell’s Chemistries, in which the facts of the 
science are skilfully interwoven with practical experi- 
ments, Lincoln’s Physical Chemistry, Venable’s Brief Ac- 
count of Radio-Activity and History of Chemistry, and 
Hopkins’ authoritative Chemistry of the Rarer Elements. 
Colton’s Physiologies and Zodlogies, which marked a new 
era in the teaching of physiology and zoology in the high 
schools and colleges, Tower and Lunt’s Science of Common 
Things, Grabau’s Geology, and Allen and Gilbert’s Textbook 
of Botany, all of which books, among others, D. C. Heath 
and Company has published in support of the new move- 
ment for combined scientific knowledge. The publication 
of this representative list of science books bears eloquent 
tribute to the House’s foresight in providing for teachers 
and students a series of science text books written by 
advanced thinkers and scholars who blazed the way for 
what is now the generally approved method of teaching 


science.

It was probably the 
first educational questionnaire ever sent 
out in this country by a private individ- 
ual. So carefully were the queries framed 
and so detailed was the information 
requested that the replies covered the re- 
quirements and opportunities of the entire 
field of modern language teaching and 
served as a guide for the development of 
Heatu’s Mopern LancuaceE SERIES,
